In order that readers of the Democrat may have opportunity 
of reading, and studying the great document, the adoption or re­ 
jection of which is the dominent issue of the campaign, it w'ill be 
published verbatim day by day in these columns from beginning to 
end. 
It is worth reading, worth studying. 
No American citizen 
should neglect doing both. 


ARTICLE 23. 
Subject to and in accordance with the provisions of interna­ 
tional conventions existing or hereafter to be agreed upon, the 
-Members of the League: 
(a) 
will endeavor to secure and maintain fair and humane 
conditions of labor for men, women and children, both in their 
own countries and iii all countries to which their commercial and 
industrial relations extended, and for that purpose will establish 
and maintain the necessary international organizations; 
(b) 
undertake to secure just treatm ent of the native inhabi­ 
tants of territories under their control; 
# 
(c ) 
w ill entrust the League with the general supervision over 
the execution of agreem ents with regard to the traffic in women 
and children, and the traffic in opium and other dangerous drugs, 
(d) 
will entrust the League with the general supervision of 
the trade in arms and ammunition with tile countries in which the 
control of this traffic is necessary in the common interest, 
(e) 
will make provision to secure and maintain freedom of 
communications and of transit and equitable treatm ent for the 
commerce of all Members of the League. 
In this connection the 
special necessities of the regions devastated during the war of 
1914-1918 shall be borne in mind;

had guaranteed the constitutional 
liberties of the Greek people. Alex­ 
ander w'as the second son of Con­ 
stantine and at the time of his ac­ 
cession was not quite 24 year*? old.

Prince 
George, wras considered ineligible

pro-German sympathies. 
In any event, King Constantine 
nominated Alexander

The fall of Constantine had

The people have had 
during the 
past year an impressive, and to most 
of them a dismaying, demonstration of 
the power of the senate. The senate, 
under the domination of a compara­ 
tively small group of its members, de­ 
creed and determined the course of 
this country in one of the most criti­ 
cal periods of its history.

in the face of the most convincing evi­ 
dence that a majority of the American 
people disapproved 
strongly of the 
policy 
which it imposed

country. 
It would have gone even 
further than it did go if a strong ex­ 
ecutive had not stood in its way. 
The dominance 
exercised 
by the 
senate during the past year was as 
nothing to the power which the sen­ 
ate will possess if it carries out its plan 
to elect one of its own members presi­ 
dent. Then there will be no strong ex­ 
ecutive to curb its designs. 
It has 
chosen its candidate carefully. 
He is 
a man bound hand and foot to the 
group controlling the senate, a man 
under such obligation to that group 
that he is deprived of all freedom of 
action, a man, 
moreover, 
who has 
never shown a sign of initative or of 
independence of thought 
and char­ 
acter. 
Governor Cox does well to empha­ 
size this phase 
of the 
question the 
American people must ask themselves 
in considering the 
coming 
election. 
Do we wish to make the senate the 
governing body, unrestrained by any 
effective check upon its power? 
Is 
not the effort to do this a blow at the 
very foundations of democratic gov­ 
ernment as we conceive of it in Amer­ 
ica?

NEW YORK’S UNSOLVED MUR­ 
DERS. 
In the first nine months of 1920, 
according to the New York Herald, 
there were seventy-nine murders in 
New York City which still stand on 
the police district attorney's records 
as unsolved. 
That is at the rate of 
more than two unsolved murders a 
week for every week of the present 
year. 
The Herald says that the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding most of these 
murders are enveloped in mystery and 
that the perpetrators probably never 
will pay the penalty for their crimes. 
In the few instances in which the iden­ 
tity of the criminals was established 
to the satisfaction of the police the 
evidence was not sufficient to hold the 
prisoners when they 
were 
brought 
into court. 
This is a dreadful showing. If that 
many Americans had been wontonly 
murdered in Mexico during the same 
period that section of the press which 
has been itching 
for 
annexation of 
Mexico would have clamored cease­ 
lessly for action by the Washington 
government. 
How 
many 
murders 
there have been all told The Herald 
does not say. 
It would certainly ap­ 
pear to be a frightful indictment of 
the police of New York, that so many 
people can be killed, many of them 
slain brutally, and nearly half of the 
murders taking place in the public 
highways, with robbery as the motive, 
without anybody being punished.

WOODWORKERS ARE VANISHING

Reports 
made 
in surveys by the 
State College 
of 
Forestry 
contain 
some 
rather startling information. 
One of these reports is to the effect 
that, while in 1912 there were several 
cane, whip and umbrella handle man­ 
ufacturers in the state, now there is 
not a maker of canes or whips, and 
but one concern making umbrella han­ 
dles. If this were all, the thing might 
be safely left to the humorists as their 
meat. But the significant thing in the 
report is found in these words: “The 
survey seems to indicate though fig­ 
ures are not complete, that there are 
today only two thirds as many wood- 
using, concerns in the state as were re­ 
ported in 1912, and many of these are 
planning to abandon business because 
of the lack of raw material." Native 
spruce is reported as driven out of the 
furniture market by the competition 
of the paper mills, while there is a 
great increase in the use of veneer and 
plywood. 
This is accounted for by 
the fact “that the 
great 
furniture 
factories are now using, instead of 
solid wood, cheap woods such as pop­ 
lar and poor chestnut, in furniture, 
and finishing with 
veneers 
of oak, 
black walnut, gum and mahogany."
